Give Liberally

Labored on theIsland Writes
of His Experiences; Remnant of Zapotecans Re-
mains in Oaxaca, Mexico;

IFE down in Cuba. “The Pearl of
I Antiiles" sesms fescinating
and Interesting when viewed

from n distance, but only the mis-
sionary sees life there ms it really I=

John F. Caperton. whose work in
Cubs iz so well known, talls of his
work there and glves an insight Into
the life of thé paople e sa¥s:

“Mayari s in the cemter of & large
valley and is built along the river that
bears the same TAME We are sur-
rounded bY¥ veantlful, high mountaing,
somae of them towering 5500 and 3,800
foet In the alr. I have been to the -
tle mining camp at the mogntain top,
and believe the view s one of the
most beauatiful on this hemisphere. The
magnificent Nipe bay stretches out al-
most, at the foot af the mountains and
further on iz the broad Atantic, and
in the other directions the mountains
and citles of the easiern province af
Cuba. "

“They tell me there are 15,000 peo-
ple In this valley, and I am the only
miasionary here. In one afternoon I
rode through five seltloments, Where
there wore no lass than 600 peopls,
and In none of these was there any
service at nil. The Sabbath is & day
of drunkenness and revelry. There
ars a number of cock pils seattered
along the vallsy wherever there. is &
settlement, snd two farge ones here
in Maynari, and on Sunday aftermoon
the hoarse sCreams and vells of the
men can be heard all down the val-
ley. Such Is thelr idea of sport and
the observance of the Eabhath day.

“If there is a mnation on the globe
that needs salvation today, it is Cuba.
“Every other Sunday [ ride 24 miles
the middle of the day to preach.
They ars not orzanized yet, indeed
only last week mennged to find =
shed im which they could hold =er-
vicee. ©On the other Sunda¥s 1 have
an eight mile trip to pr_a:mh.

7p in the heart of tnhe mountains
thare is & Hitle zettlement which I
have visited, mnd ons man has prom-
ieed to let me hoid serviees, In his
hogaa, 1 will have to g0 O moonlight
nights. a&s it is only a path and dan-
gerous. I have two other appoint-
ments In privats houses. and one on
Tuesdny night four miles aWay, where
we have a small church. T have been
having five service nighis & weelk, 4
sometimes will havé an exirs OnRe.

*T wish vou could ride out with mea
over my work. There is one home
especiniiy, a humble place, thatched
hut with dirt floor, bhut the preacher
always has a warm welcome there.
The Cubans are not 28 A riale, very
hospitable, and ome altmost never gels
an invitation to eat with theam. But
aid Don Ramon and his wife, Dona
Josefa, always want me to stay for
dipner when I go. and are disappointed
if T refuse. The Iast time T ate with
them théy had a chickeén roasted omn
the cosls. and frisd bananas for hread,
and the regular Cuban dinner of soup
and frijoles. T ate with a meat fork
and an immense butcher knife while
the others ate with their fingers
came away with oranges, sweet lem-
on= and other fruits tied to MY saddla
and a boguet of roses. T love flowers,
and they always save me the choicest
blossoms."

The Zapotecnns of Mexieo.
fn the state of Oaxaca, Mexlco,
thers still exists a Temnant of the
Zapotecan indian tribe, sald to number
about 100,000, They are civilized. and
uea Spanish in business, but they re-
tain the primitive language Im the
home. In their own tongue they have
searcely any hooks and the predie-
ticn is made that the languags will
Vife out In the near futare. They live
in villazes, the surrounding land be-
ing held In common.

An s rule, the people ars tall anfl
weallbyllt. They ars gensraily honest
and serious, and are religiousiy In-
clined. 1 have never seen an audlence
sit and lsten to the preaching of
the gospel with greater Interest and
aftention. They seem fto drink in
